I	previously	had	DSL	but	the	option	to	use	Gigabit
fiber	has	not	only	been	better	for	my	finances,	it	has	expanded	my	communication	with	family
members,	expanded	my	ability	to	be	kept	electronically	safe	with	important	patches	to	my	computer
and	security	software,	and	enabled	me	to	communicate	more	easily	and	effectively	with	my	family.

After	living	in	Iraq	for	a	year	on	deployment	with	the	Navy	I	saw	firsthand	how	detrimental	it	is	to
a	society	to	only	have	one,	low	quality,	hegemonistically	controlled	provider	of	information
services.	It	negatively	impacted	morale,	it	was	detrimental	to	security	as	information	can	be	a
lifeline	in	critical	situations,	and	it	negatively	impacted	workflows	between	shareholders	in	different
locations.	PLEASE	allow	Sonic	to	continue	to	expand	their	Gigabit	fiber	network	and	compete	with
other	providers	of	Internet	service.
